An intelligent and candid writer in tho 


Nineteenth Century- a loading organ of 
B:ritiah thought and opinion—has been 
discussing tho question of business and 
industrial depression in Great Britain. 
Be attributes much of tho hard times in 
that Kingdom to tho want ot a market 
tor British gooclH in the t'nited States, 
(iad he telJs the renaons why snoh a mar- 
ket eon not now bo hud. Ho sayb that 
io every particular, except wages, arti- 
cles for common use cim be made as 
uheaply in tho United States as in En- 
gland. In regard to wagon ho says: 


"The only advantage wo have over the 


United States is, tin I have said, that wt> 
have cheap labor, and because of out 
cheap labor, and that only, can we send 
into her markets raw materials and man- 
ufactured goods, cloapito her heuvy import 
duties. 


"Tho import 
duties of tho United 


States, however, are being gradually but 
surely lowered, and she is tending toward 
the adoption of froo trade. 


"When the United States adopts froo 


trade, or anything approaching it, tho 
price of labor in America will come 
down." 


This tells the whole story. The import 


duties levied by tho United Statos ulono 
sustain the wages of labor. It explains, 
also, why American goods protected by 
the tariff are sold soohoapas to confound 
free-trade theorists. In processes by ma- 
chinery, in tho price of materials, anil in 
every other way, except in wagon, Amer- 
ican goods are manufactured as cheaply 
63 English goods. Tho only addition to 
iho price o" American goods caused by 
the tariff is the amount of wages paid by 
American 
manufacturers in oxcosfi of 


English wages. In tho total coat of liny 
fabric this addition io not a large propor- 
tion. It doof not make a suit o" clothes, 
or a pattern of dross goods, or any artiolo 
ot household, mechanical or farm utility 
cost much more than similar English 
commodities without the tariff. But this 
tariff is a bulwark of defense from the 
competition of pnupor wngos, and ena- 
bles every American to buy lit utmost I\H 
cheap prices aa any market in the world 
affords, while it fissures to American labor 
wages sufficient to pay the dost of living 
in ten times greater comfort than is en- 
joyed by any clsss of laboring men in tho 
world.

Implemrats rTse«si«ryto th» HmislftMMl 
of • Saudi num.. 


A young f aimer, who had -come into 


tbe possession of seventy-aix acres of 
laud, and who can not purchase all, the 
costly machine* for modern labor sav- 
ing operations, -wishes tp^inow. -what 
Implements and machinery would be 
most indispensable to suecessfnl^.fann- 
ing, and how many.of the more expen- 
sive he can get along without, and 
avoid serions damage. 
>;. 


In answer to this inquiry, we shall 


clnsa the raising of farm crops and' gar- 
den vegetables all under one head, on 
the assumption that the garden will be 
cultivated with horse power. We there- 
fore advise our correspondent to in- 
clude gardening toolrof moderate cost, 
among which the following may be: 
named:

The most important will be the plowi 


and tbe harrow in some of its forms. 
These are not expensive.. Acme-horse 
plow will be of use in many ways, as a 
single horse is often employed between 
rows where a larger team could not be 
admitted; and such a plow is of ten use- 
ful in drilled crops on the farm. A 
light, single-horse harrow, will mater- 
ially aid in keeping crops clean, and if 
it has many small teeth, it may be often 
passed over the soil, crumbling the sur- 
face, and. killing the sprouting weeds 
before reaching the light. A single 
slat-tooth harrow will perform, this 
work admirably, and may be cheaply 
constructed. The common one-horse 
cultivator will often come 'into play 
both for the garde n and farm. Among 
the smaller or hand-tools, are the 
shovel, spade, manure-fork, pronged- 
hoe, markers in some form, and (emi- 
nently important) tho steel rate, which 
may be used every day, if required, in. 
crumbling the surface before the weeds 
have come up between the plants—just 
the thing for the death of the weeds 
and the vigorous life of the crops. A 
hand roller will be of use in firming 
the ground after the planting of 
seeds, although its use may be gener- 
erally superseded by the tread of the 
foot or tlie pressure of the hoe. A good 
seed drill will save a great deal of labor 
at planting time. The garden line will 
often be useful. 
The watering pot will- 


be required on some occasions, but less 
frequently where the soil is deep and 
finely pulverized. The fine dredging- 
box, with hellebore, will save the cur- 
rants. All these will cost less than 
forty dollars, if substantially but cheap- 
ly made. 


Tlie necessary farm machines will be 


more expensive. Among them will be 
good two-horse and three-horse plows; 
and for turning under heavy green 
crops 6f clover, buckwheat and rye for 
manure, a good weed-hook, or in its 
absence a heavy chain for the same 
purpose will bo indispensable. A good 
common or Scotch harrow, a disc and 
n slant-tooth harrow, or one with spring 
teeth for hard soils; a grain drill, al- 
though somewhat expensive, b.as many 
uses in Bowing grain and plaE<ting corn 
in drills, and there are some of the 
simpler hand-droppers which are often 
useful, particularly in filling gape or 
vacancies whore depredators have de- 
stroyed the first growing plants. Dou- 
ble walking and riding cultivators save 
much labor on large farms, but would 
hardly be required on our correspond- 
ent's seventy-six acre farm. 


A mower or reaper in some form will 


bo absolutely essential. A sislf-raking 
reaper will do for a small farm; a self- 
binder will save much labor on a farm 
of one or two hundred acres. A steel- 
tooth rake will be equally essential, 
and a horse fork and carrier at the barn 
for storing hay. A two-horse tread 
power, although costing a hundred and 
fifty dollars, can hardly be dispensed 
with, as it may be used for thresh- 
ing, 
cutting 
stalks 
and 
grind- 


ing 
grain 
for 
feed 
at 
a 
dis- 


tance 
from 
grist 
mills, 
besides 


several othor purposes. Good grain 
cleaners nve essential as well as corn 
shcllers, and they may be attached to 
the feed mill and run at the same time. 
Farm scales for weighing hay, grain, 
cattle, etc., will greatly assist the 
farmer in keeping accurate accounts, 
and will aid him in sales and pur- 
chases. Tho preceding farm machin- 
ery will cost five hundred dollars, more 
or loss, but by omitting some of the 
more expensive machines, the sum may 
be reduced a hundred dollars or two. 


There lire some other machines of 


greater or less value and importance 
according to tho necessity with which 
their use may bo demanded, nnd as cir- 
cumstances may require. A manure 
spreader will pay for itself in a few 
years on any farm, in the fine and eve:a 
distribution of the manure, and save 
much heavy labor In spreading by 
hand. It would be always indispensa- 
ble were it not that manure after 
spreading can be finely broken and dis- 
tributed with a good slant-tooth har- 
row. 
A subsoil plow will be useful on 


some soils; a ditching plow when much 
underdraining is needed; a side hill 
plow-in land with hills and gorges; a 
potato planter whore many acres are 
devoted to the crop; and a hay press 
where hay is shipped by railway or 
steamer. Each owner must judge for 
himself which of these are required. 


The purchaser and owner of all these 


tools and machines must bear in 
mind that their value will depend on 
tnking good civre of them. Rain and 
weather would soou spoil them, the 
wood cracking and the metal rusting. 
Dust and dirt will cause boxes to wear 
rapidly; and unscrewed bolts will lead 
to breakage. Examine tho parts fre- 
quently with wrench in hand. Clean 
journals with kerosene and oil as 
needed. Keep well sheltered under 
cover.—Country Gentleman,
